W inters became angry because his 
wife would not use the electric ii rn 
exclusively. He threw a flatiron from 
the stove, and, according to the son, 
ho attempted to strike his wife. As 
the father became more enraged the 
son threatened to call in the neigh­ 
bors. His father, he said, replied: “If 
you do, I’ll shoot your mother.” 
Not taking the threat seriously, the 
son started to 
a 
neighbor’s house. 
While he was gone the elder W inters 
shot his wife in the forehead with a 
revolver, killing her. 
Returning to the house with neigh­ 
bors, the son found his mother lying 
on the kitchen floor and his father 
with a revolver in his hand. As they 
entered the h o u se the elder W inters 
turned the revolver on himself and 
pulled the trigger. 
The bullet only 
made a flesh wound on 
his temple. 
W inters was overpow ered and the re­ 
volver was token from him. 
Fires Rifle Bullet. 
Running into the next room, Win­ 
ters crawled under a bed, 
where a 
small rifle lay on the floor. 
He put 
the muzzle of the rifle in his mouth 
and pulled the trigger. He w*as dead 
when his son reached him. 
W inters formerly owned extensive 
farm lands in Madison county. 
He 
retired about two years ago and was 
reputed to have about $50,000.

ESCAPES THE BANDITS 


Ugly 
and 
Poorly-Clad, 
Aristocratic 
Wife of Rich Refugee Visits Cap­ 
ital of Chihuahua and Car­ 
ries Away Treasure. 


Los Angeles.—After one of the most 
remarkable adventures ever undertak­ 
en by a woman of aristocratic birth. 
Senora Teresa B. de Terrazas, having 
eluded by means of clever disguises 
the hordes of bandits on the lookout 
to capture and hold her for ransom, 
returned a few days ago to Los An­ 
geles, bringing with her the Terrazas 
family jewels, which at infinite peril 
she rescued from their hiding place in 
(Chihuahua, Mexico. 
Legal papers and 
documents of great value also were 
secured from their hiding place, where 
they had been secreted by her husband 
prior to his incarceration in the Mex­ 
ican federal prison. 
The entire journey in Mexico was 
made by Senora Terrazas disguised as 
a peon, a heavy black wig completely 
hiding her white hair, a threadbare 
shawl draped sloppily about her shoul­ 
ders, and a cheap calico dress complet­ 
ing her outfit. 
During her return trip 
from Chihuahua city, after she had re­ 
covered the jewels and papers, it was 
necessary for her to carry a basket in 
which the valuable articles rested un­ 
derneath a collection of rags and cheap 
ornaments, such as are usually car­ 
ried by peon women. 
Called by Mother's Illness. 
The adventure originated more than 
a month ago when Senora Terrazas re­ 
ceived word that her mother was very 
ill in Chihuahua. 
Senora Terrazas 
had not been in Mexico since last year 
when, after disguising several of her 
children, who were being held by Villa, 
she sent them to El Paso and then fled 
in disguise to work from the border 
for the release of her husband and son, 
who had remained under sentence of 
death at the hands of Villa. 
Ultimate­ 
ly she succeeded in a plan by which 
they escaped. 
She then declared she 
would never return to Mexico until 
peace had been restored. 
The news of her mother’s condition. 
flowerer, changed her plans. 
Leaving 
Los Angeles she journeyed to El Paso, 


She Went Disguised as a Peon. 


where she first put on her disguise and.' 
traveling in a freight car. found no dif­ 
ficulty in reaching Chihuahua city. 
A 
woman more or less made no differ 
dice to the roving bands of bandits 
and as this woman was undoubtedly 
middle aged and had horrible ugly hair 
they passed her by with a shrug. 
Reaching Chihuahua she found her 
mother greatly improved, and Senora 
Terrazas began to think that as she 
had entered the country and must nec­ 
essarily take risks in getting out un­ 
der any circumstances, she might as 
well get the family jewels and docu­ 
ments. 
Family Treasures Recovered. 
When Francisco Villa first throw 
Luis Terrazas into prison on December 
% 1913, and 
filched approximately 
$000,000 from him for alleged ransom, 
the family jewels, silverware and oth 
er valuables 
were packed in iron 
trunks and placed in the care of Ro­ 
land Anderson, an American friend liv­ 
ing in Chihuahua. 
Anderson guarder, 
the treasures until he moved to El 
Paso, following the murder of Ins son. 
Morris Anderson, by the Mexicans, 
when he tm ustered the trunks with 
their precious contents to a secluded 
hilling place in the rear of a hovel. 
In this hovel lived an old woman 
who had been a nurse employed in the 
Terrazas family for years and who 
had remained true to her old masters. 
Anderson had informed the Terrazas 
family of the transfer and when Se­ 
nora Terrazas v i s i t s the hovel kept 
by the aged nurse she recovered the 
treasures with the assistance of two 
peons and with the more valued ones 
in her possession, made her way back 
to the United States in the same way 
and by using tin* same disguise that 
had assisted her in escaping the close 
scrutiny of the Mexican bandits aloofe 
the route.

Two Philadelphia 
scientists, 
Dr 
Robert A. Keilty and Philip 
p. 
Mc-1 
Master, have been carrying on an in-1 
vestigation in the McManus laboratory 
of Pathology at 
the 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania to determine whether 
or not postage stamps are germ car­ 
riers, says the New 
York 
Times. 
Their experiments have 
been 
com­ 
pleted and the results are published in 
the current issue of 
the 
Medical 
Record. 
The answer to the query is “Yes.” 
They learned that 
out 
of 
fifty 
stamps tested in several ways forty- 
eight yielded bacteria. 
On the other 
hand, with the possible exception of 
two rases, none of tile germs isolated j 
could cause disease. 
This does not mean, however, that! 
care should not be exercised in ban-! 
dling stamps, for it is just as easy for 
j them to be impregnated with disease 
germs as with those that are harmless, 
the experimenters say. Here is a part 
of their report: 
“The purpose of this study wras to j 
determine the normal bacterial Hon 
of postage stam ps; 
that is, to ge 
some idea of the general character 
of bacteria found on stamps, with 
especial emphasis in the search for 
tubercle bacilli, bacillus tetani, the 
colon group and the diphtherial forms. 
Bought Stamps In Stores. 
“The literature on this subject is 
surprisingly meager and 
but 
little 
record is made of the 
bacteria 
of 
stamps. 
The subject is usually ap­ 
proached from the viewpoint of the 
spread of infection by the postal serv­ 
ice as a whole, the infection by letters 
mil the fumigation of letters, and but 
little record is made of infection by 
stamps or of the facteria of stamps. 
“In order to determine this, fifty 
stamps were bought in various stores 
in Philadelphia, inducing the central 
office, branch stores, almost all the 
large department stores and some of 
the small general stores. Most of the 
stamps were bought from sheets and 
a few' (threes from stamp books. The 
character of the place was noted, its 
general cleanliness, the clerk and his 
appearance, and whether the stamps 
were placed on the counter with the 
change, or not. In almos all cases they 
wore presented with the glue side up, 
showing that the precepts of public 
hygiene have had that much effect. 
“The majority of the stamps showed 
one or more organisms, but in no sin- 
ble instance were they found to he 
pathogenic in type. 
Stamps Carry Germs. 
“This does not exclude the fact that 
under favorable 
conditions 
certain 
pathogenic types which would resist 
drying to a certain extent, might bf* 
carried on a postage stamp. 
On tnt 
other hand the w ork proves the stamp 
to be a carrier of organisms, and these 
could be readily transferred from one 
individual to another. This would on­ 
ly be of importance where the organ­ 
ism was pathogenic. 
“We have in mind a 
drug 
store 
where one of the members of the drug­ 
gist’s family had advanced tuberculos- 
11 is 
sputum 
contained 
man> 
ie had a hacking cough and 
the habit of protecting his 
mouth with his hand while coughing. 
During busy limes he often served 
customers, and not infrequently dis­ 
pensed 
tamps to children, who would 
immediately moisten them with their 
nouths end paste them to letters. 
A 
single exposure in his case might 
prove negative, but the constant ex­ 
posure in some cases would undoubt­ 
edly end in infection.’’.” 
These conclusions were reached by 
the investigators: 
Moisteners Advised. 
“A study of fifty stamps obtained 
from as many different sources, clean, 
dirty and indifferent, showed bacteria 
in every instance except two. 
“With the possible exception of tw'o 
rase? no organism pathogenic in type 
was discovered. 
“Aside from hygienic reasons, it is 
dangerous to lick postage stamps on 
the ground that the stamps are bac- 
teria-laden, and under favorable con­ 
ditions might easily oon\p> 
path.*

“We would therefore advocate a 
movement to have installed in all 
places dispensing postage stamps a 
moistening device of some type.

nothing but thick smoke, sometimes 


hlaek, sometimes wrhite, gives appear­ 
ance of life; excepting

appearances 
deserted: 
the 
sharpest eve discovers no movement 
of hum anity. 
The 
earth 
is every­ 
where furrowed

Occasionally a form is seen going 
over this desert land, something after

basements and cellars is rendered less 
bu aid by the removal of surplus wrater 
from the surrounding soil and through 
the medium of roots and foliage. Thus 
it has been shown that trees better the 
health conditions. 
A homestead bar­ 
ren of trees and shrubs does not ap­ 
peal to the occasional visitor, nor does 
it influence the fam ily which dwells 
(hereon as it would if the home yard 
had be' n adorned with trees, beautiful 
in form and color, which inspire a con­ 
stant appreciation of nature. 
d'lie trees on city streets suffer most 
often because of a naturally poor soil 
and a lack of sufficient water supply. 
City streets that are macadamized, 
paved or concreted present a surface 
layer that shuts off almost completely 
the natural means by which water may 
reach the roots, and directs all of the 
surface 
drainage 
into 
catch-basins 
and 
sewers. 
Thus, 
trees on 
such 
streets are subjected to the extreme of 
adverse conditions, and their natural 
vitality and soil adaptation must be 
such that they can withstand the ab 
normal 
train on their vitality or they 
are certain to meet with an unnatural 
and prem ature death. 
Along city streets, where conditions 
are 
so 
often 
unfavorable 
to 
tree 
growth, the holes for new ly planted 
frees should be filled with loamy soil, 
and they should be large enough tc 
provide 'or future root development. 
A bed 4 feet wide by 8 feet long and 
2 feet deep is none too large. 
In 
streets which are often congested with 
people :t may not be feasible to leave 
such a large open space for each tree. 
In such oases an iron grating can be 
placed over the area that Is not paved. 
This w ill prevent the soil from be 
coming impenetrable to surface water 
Literature on the subject of shade 
tree protection w ill be of the most 
value when it serves as a means for 
preventing rather than curing injuries. 
B y far the greater part of the injuries 
from which trees suffer can be pre-

vented. 
W hen once inflicted, 
how- 
ever, it is often very difficult or even 
impossible to remedy them adequately. 
In many cases the existing laws are 
quite sufficient to give all the protec­ 
tion desired. The people should know 
the laws and have interest enough in 
the preservation of trees to insist that 
they shall be obeyed. 
The most suc­ 
cessful plan for large towns seems to 
be to piace the care of street treos di­ 
rectly in charge of a commission or 
nark board empowered by special or­ 
dinances to carry out its plans. 
This 
gives opportunity for a system atic de­ 
velopment of tree culture throughout 
the enure comm unity and make** it 
possible to employ experts to direct 
the wo? k. 
Sim ilar arrangem ents can 
also b» adopted in sm aller communi­ 
ties with such changes as are neces­ 
sary to suit local conditions.

dairym an ha-ve found that it is a good 
policy to provide the cow' w ith plenty 
of good, clean water. Th irs is especial­ 
ly true during extremely hot weather. 
That flowing through a mauddy ditch 
it not Bugled for a dairy cow. 


It is afeo important tha* the water 
be of a m ild temperature, especially in 
cold weather. Ice w aler taken into the 
stomach of\the cow causes a shock to 
the .system that is not conducive to 
high m ilk production. 
T h e tempering 
of th is cold water in the cow uses 
some o f the energy that m ight be ap­ 
plied to o th e r purposes. £n the winter, 
freshly pumiced water is much better 
than the cold water in theitank. Tank 
heaters aid in overcoming*this trouble. 
A cow w ill drink a much larger quan­ 
tity of warm w ater in th e.w inter time 
than of ice water.

In the amount of carbonaceous feed 
that we give the hogs there is too lit­ 
tle phosphate for them. 
Lime, bones 
or oyster shells should be provided 
growing and fattening pigs.

CHERRY 
LEAF-BEETLE 


Recommendations for Control of 


Periodical Pest. 


Outbreak in 1915 W as by Far W orst 
That Fru it Growers Have Yet 
Experienced— Experts Recom­ 
mend Nicotine Sulphate. 


(From the United States Department of 
Agriculture.) 
The appearance in enormous num­ 
bers of the cherry leaf-beetle in the 
spring of 191£> necessitated a study of 
tills Insect, the results of which have 
just been .published by the department 
In a professional imper. Bulletin No. 
862, •‘The Cherry Leaf-Beetle— A Peri­ 
odically Important Insect Enemy of 
Cherries,” by 
JI. A. Cushman and 
I)w* jht Isely. 
The 1915 outbreak was 
by far the worst that fruit growers 
have yet experienced. 
That year the 
beetle proved destructive throughout 
the greater part of New York. Pennsyl­ 
vania, and northern West Virginia, and 
also In the northern pan of lower 
Michigan, 
where 
cherry-pro wing 
is 
very 
extensive. 
The 
entomologists 
who studied the insect at that time 
now recommend that for peach or­ 
chards nicotine sulphate he used, and 
for cherry trees sweetened arsenate of 
lead. These are the only two cultivat­ 
ed fruits that the beetle attacks. Sweet 
cherry and plum are not in danger 
and the thicker-leaved varieties of the 
sour cherry are much less seriously 
injured than the thin-leaved kinds. 
Tfcje nicotine sulphate used in the 
experiments consisted of a solution of 
40 per cent nicotine sulphate, I part to 
800 parts of water, to which was add­ 
ed flsh-oil soap at the rate of 2 pounds 
to up gallons of liquid. 
This spray 
does not cause the same injury to 
peach foliage that is likely to follow 
the ase of strong mixtures of arsenate 
of lead. 
It is, however, only tem­ 
porarily effective, and an application 
one day does not prevent an invasion 
of the orchard on the following day. 
For cherry trees arsenate of lead 
must be applied at a rate of not less 
than 5 pounds to 50 gallons of water. 
The addition of molasses at the rate 
of 1H gallons to 50 gallons of the 
mixture makes the appay much more 
effective, but, on the other hand, the 
addition of this sweetening allows Hie 
spray to be more easily washed off by 
rains. 
In favorable weather, however, 
the effect of the spray is continuous. 
Aa the beetles feed on the under 
side of the leaves, care must be taken 
to cover these with the poison spray. 
In some instances it may be necessary 
to spray only young cherry trees or 
older trees of the thin-leaved varieties. 


Glow ers of tobacco, and some other 
crops, troubled with “ soil sickness” in 
tho p ro p a g a tin g hods are now spend­ 
ing about one cent lu r square foot of 
s.v'ltnHi for steaming the Boil before 
the p eed is sown. 
Such steaming of

Tse by jumping after it, hut our ex­ 
perience is that when fed a moderate 
amount of clover or ground alfalfa 
they have no taste for uny other kind 
of green food. 
Nothing equals cut clover for feed­ 
ing the chickens. 
Alfalfa comes next. 
but clover stands at the head and ii 
this is fed regularly and in moderate 
quantities it will take the place of 
all other green feeds. 
Wet versus dry mash is a question 
that has received much attention from 
experimenters during the past few 
years. 
The 
general 
consensus 
ot 
opinion at the present time is that the 
dry mash is the most desirable. Many 
practical poultrymen, however, still 
prefer the wet mash. Labor is one of 
the greatest problems that th** poultry 
raiser has to consider, consequently, if 
he can find a method winch will he 
labor saving and yet give results, it is 
worthy of consideration. 
Dry mash 
fed in hoppers is easier to handle than 
any kind of wet mash. 
Hoppers are 
now’ made which are rat-proof, sani­ 
tary and convenient. 
These can be 
filled once a week and are found sat­ 
isfactory. 
Experiments have proved 
that eggs produced by hens fed a dry 
mash are more fertile than those laid 
by hens fed a wet mash. Wet mash if 
slightly more forcing, is inconvenient 
to feed, and requires more care in 
keeping th** feeding vessels clean.

These indications, 
familiar to 
old 
campaigners, began to 
make

selves felt as the tabulation proceeded, 
and experienced politicians at mid­ 
night predicted Gardner’s nomination 


by 15,000 to 20,000. 
They estimated that he would come 
to St. Louis with at least an even 
break, with this ciy giving him a 
plurally of 8.000 or more. 
On the republican ticket there seem­ 
ed no reason to doubt the nomination 
of John E. Swanger for governor. 
The light vote cast in St. Louis and 
Kansas City, where the supporters 
for former Judge Henry Lamm expect­ 
ed to obtain a big lead, added to the 
confidence of the Sw inger men. Mor­ 
ris and Mclndoe, the other contest­ 
ants, did not seem to be contenders. 
For United States senator on the 
democratic ticket, Jam es A. Reed, of 
Kansas City, was renominated over 
L. A 
Martin, of Chillicothe, by an 
overwhelming majority*. 
On the republican ticket W alter S. 
Dickey, of Kansas City, was leading 
Thomas J. Akins and Nathan Frank, 
of St. Louis, and appeared to have the 


nomination cinched.

HEX DOCTORS ACTIVE 


Blacksmith W ho Killed Friend Said 
Charcoal Burners Consulted the 


‘‘Seventh Book of Moses” and 
Told Him to Slay. 


Reading, Pa.— The murder of Abra­ 
ham Kick, an inoffensive German la- 
borer, by his friend, Peter Leas, Jr.. 
in Hyde Park, a suburb, a few days 
ago, revives public curiosity in “ The 
Seventh Book of Moses” and in tile 
witch doctors and powwow practi­ 
tioners who still infest that region. 
Iii his confession. Leas, who is thought 
by some to be insane, said that char­ 
coal burners at a settlement several 
miles from his home had consulted 
“The Seventh Book of Moses” and had 
ordered him to end Kick’s life to pre­ 
vent Kick from murdering him. 
That Kick, in ail probability, never 
dreamed of attacking Leas, a black­ 
smith with a reputation as a fighter, 
and a man of quick temper, seems 
to be well established. Using an ax. 
Leas ambushed Kick and, after stun­ 
ning him, hacked off his head, quietly 
surrendering 
himself to 
the police 
some hours later. 


Other Indictments May Follow. 
“ The Seventh Book of Moses” is 
identical in some respects with the 
booklet first published In 1819 by John 
George llohman, the prince of miracle 
workers 
of 
the 
powwow*, 
hexorei 
school. 
He was the first to collect the 
recipes or formulas used by the hex 
doctors in their war against witches, 
wizards and witchcraft. 
Not in years has so much public in­ 
terest been stirred up in the fallacies 
of powwowing, witchcraft and the 
remnant of beliefs in hexes and hex­ 
e rs as through the Kick murder. 
It 
is likely that the district attorney, 
Wilson S. Rothermel, who conducted 
a coroner’s inquest holding Leas re­ 
sponsible for tile murder, will make 
every effort to learn if a reader of this 
book of nonsensical rhymes and for-

more than one indictment for the 
crime. 
Many Deaths Due to Fakers. 
Some years ago tile deaths in one 
week of six infants who had been 
powwowed for to cure infantile ail­ 
ments, focussed attention all over the 
country to the practices that still flour­ 
ish in the Reading region, regardless 
of prosecutions by authorities. 
The 
spread of education and the efforts of 
reputable doctors to save lives endan­ 
gered by the powwow doctors i^id no 
effect. 
Th** hex doctors still use in­ 
cantations, passes in tile air, amulets 
or charms worn in hags around the 
neck instead of using medicine to cure 
their patients. That the patients w’ere 
really victims did not lessen the hold 
of tile fakers and impostors on the un­ 
lettered i«irt of the community. 
A few years ago a family of 20 
children. 17 of whom died at short in­ 
tervals, their parents attributing their 
deaths to witchcraft, came into promi­ 
nence in Reading. Their parents gave 
credit for the survival of the three 
children to the use of charms and a 
powwow formula.
